DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 22.—The blue 


and gray uniform of the Spanish war 
veterans whose third annual convention 


is being made memorable and historical 


by the presence of President Roosevelt 


is seen at every turn in Detroit today. 
Additional delegates and veterans who 
have come to attend the reunion arc ar- 


riving on every train. The opportunity 
to sec and cheer 
the 
president has 


brought to Detroit today thousands of 
people from nearby 
cities and towns, 


nicy began arriving on early morning 
trains and every train until afternoon 
brought its quota of visitors. The ECC- 
ond day of the president's visit here 
dawned warm and pleasant. A haze ob- 
scured the suu in the early hours of the 
morning, and made the visitors ponder 
as to the possibility of showers preced- 
ing or perhaps interfering with the pu 
ado ot veterans and military to be re- 
viewed by the president this afternoon. 
At 0 o'clock however, the sun come out 
and the weather prospect for the day 
seemed cxcellout. 


President Roosevelt rose at 8 o'clock 


this 
morning and 
after a refreshing 


night's sleep which was interrupted only 
once. About 2 o'clock this morning an 
enthusiastic delegation of veterans ar- 
rived from ^nginaw. 
11.-tided by a band 


they marched to the Hotel Cadillac and 
serenaded the president. He 
did 
not 


rise, however. Tho president was. joined 
by a small party of friends for break- 
fast which was eaten in the Flemish 
room at the Cadillac. 


The delegates began gathering in Light 


Guard armory, th« convention hall, soon 
after t) o'clock. When Acting Command- 
i-r-in-Chief Urcll caked the delegates to 
order the floor cf the armory was crowd- 
ed with 
uniformed, soldierly 
looking 


men. 
The galleries 
were packed with 


men and women,' who had come to hear 
tho president. The armory was beaut*- 
fully decorated. A buck ground of ma- 
ple trees formed a canopy over tho pint- 
form !'rom which the speaker addressed 
the assemblage. Hung from the center 
of the green canopy was a large Hag, 
draped with a picture of the president. 
Ou tho platform were great festoons of 
llowers. Gn-eucry hung from the truss- 
es from the- big hull and suspended from 
the center truss wus a great ?ugle with 
outspread wings made from tho green- 
ery. The lurgu white curtains hung from 
the -gallery's edge to the main tloor and 
the.sc were covered with small maple 
branches, giving a very 
pretty eJt'uct 


from the convention floor. 


President Roosevelt was given a tre- 


mendous ovaliou when he stepped out of 
the Cadillac and into his carriage to be- 
gin the drive to the armory. Washing- 
ton and Michigan avenues were jammed 
with people, who made the air ring with 
their cheers as.tlie president drove brisk- 
ly away from the hotel in the snnie car- 
riage he used on his drive yesterday af- 
ternoon. A squad 
of mounted 
police 


rode before his carriage and a squad of 
officers on bicycles surrounded the car- 
riage!. 


A stir at the door announced to those 


in the armory that the president hud ar- 
rived. All stood up on their feet and as 
the presidential party entered and walk- 
ed down tin: main aisle to the speakers 
platform a great shoul went up that 
maJi the armory ring. Again and again 
the veterans cheered the president and 
he bowed his thanks repeatedly. Nor 
were the people, in the galleries behind 
in their applause. It was many minutes 
before quiet was restored. 


When quiet had been restored and the 


presidential \party bad found seats 01 
the platform. Gen. I-rell, acting com 
inander in chief, in-trodueed_ Mayor Win 
C. Maylniry, who eloquently yeleomw 
Spanish war veterans to the city. When 
he mentioned President Roosevelt's name 
it brought every soldier to his feet and a 
trCTiiiiiidous dicer went up.

THE PRESIDENT'S REMARKS. 


The president expressed his pleasure 


at being so 
enthusiastically greeted. 


The mull who served in the 
Spanish- 


American war, he said, if they did their 
duty well, are comrades and brothers 
from now until the end of our days. 
(Applause.) 


He said he did not need any urging to 


accept the invitation to attend the meet- 
ing of the Spanish war veterans. The 
president spoke of the late war 
and 


said that the only complaint heard was 
that there was not enough war to go 
i-round. The spirit that drove men on 
in -ihis war was the same'spirit that 
made the memorable meeting of Lee and 
Grant at Appom.ittox possible. One of 
the first lessons all h.id to learn was that 
there was an enormous amount of hard 
work that preceded any chance for hero- 
ism. The n mount of hard work a man 
did had a great deal to do with his at- 
taining heroism. If a man has not the 
stuff to endure hardship on the march 
tlie president said, he has not the -stuff 
in him to attain heroism. 


SPIRIT WHICH PROMPTS DUTY. 


This was to have ended the first session 
of the convention but Gov. Bliss asked 
a few moments' indulgence. 
Explaining 


that he was to present service medals to 
Michigan veterans of the Spanish war 
when the convention adjourned, Gov. 
Kliss said he wished first to present Com- 
rade "Teddy" Roosevelt with one. He 
accordingly requested Mrs. Lewis of the 
ladies' auxiliary to present the medal 
to the president. The presentation was 
made midst the greatest enthusiasm. Ihe 
convention then adjourned until tomor-

The trusts can be damaged by 
depriving them of a protective' tariff, he 
said, onfy on condition of damaging all 
their .smaller competitors nnd all 
the 


wage workers employed in the indus- 
tries. The revision cure, simply because 
it would affect the small producer as 
well as the great corporation, would re- 
sult in inevitable financial disaster. 


Furthermore, the president declared, 


the immediate- introduction of substan- 
tial 
free trade 
in all articles manu- 


factured by trusts would not affect some 
of tho most powerful 
of our business 


combinations in the least, save by the 
damage done to t.he general 
business 


welfare of the country. 


I la declared that -the trusw; must 
be 


curbed, but Hint sane measures in cor- 
recting the evils accompanying them 
'are essential. Demagogic schemes, he 
declared, cannot be considered, because 
they aim at curing the evil by destroy- 
ing the commercial prosperity 
of the 


country. 


lie advocated 
the absolute govern- 


ment control of all combines. Under the 
constitution as it stands, he said, little 
ran be done. Therefore 
he urged the 


necessity of an amendment, in the hope 
of effecting a remedy. 


In the meantime, he said, much can 


be done, and publicity is the greatest 
weapon possible.

Spanish War Veterans in Reunion 


at Detroit Cheer Roosevelt 


Again and Again. 


In His Speech He Declares No Apology is Neces- 


sary for What War Country Has Waged 


Past Four Years—Miss Clara 


Barton Also Cheered. 


DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 22.—Tie blue 


and gray uniform of the Spanish war 
veterans whose third annual convention 
is being made memorable and historical 
by the presence of President Roosevelt 
is seen at every turn in Detroit today. 
Additional delegates and veterans who 
have come to attend the reunion are ar- 
riving on every train. The opportunity 
to see and cheer the 
president has 


brought to Detroit today thousands of 
people from nearby 
cities and towns. 


They began arriving on early morning 
trains and every train until afternoon 
brought its quota of visitors. The see- 
oud day of the president's visit here 
dawned warm and pleasant. A haze ob- 
scured the sun in the early hours of the 
morning, and made the visitors ponder 
as to the possibility of showers preced- 
ing or perhaps interfering with the par- 
ade of veterans and military to be re- 
viewed by the president this afternoon. 
At 9 o'clock however, the sun come out 
and the weather prospect for the day 
seemed excellent. 


President Roosevelt rose at 8 o'clock 


this morning and 
after 
a refreshing 


night's sleep which was interrupted only 
once. About 2 o'clock this morning an 
enthusiastic delegation of veterans ar- 
rived from .Sisginaw. I.Vaded by a band 
they marched to the Hotel Cadillac and 
serenaded the president. He 
did 
not 


rise, however. The president was joined 
by a small party of friends for break- 
last which was eaten in the Flemish 
room at the Cadillac. 


The delegates began gathering in Light 


Guard armory, the convention hall, soon 
after 9 o'clock. When Acting Command- 
er-in-Chief Urell called the delegates to 
order the floor cf the armory was crowd- 
ed with 
uniformed, soldierly looking 


men. The galleries 
were packed with 


men and women, who ba-d come to hear 
the president. The armory was beauti- 
fully decorated. A back ground of ma- 
ple trees formed a canopy over the plat- 
form from which the speaker addressed 
the assemblage. Hung from the center 
of the green canopy was a large flag, 
draped with a picture of the president. 
On the platform were great festoons of 
flowers. Greenery hung from the truss- 
es from the big hall and suspended from 
the center truss was a great eagle with 
outspread wings made from the green- 
ery. 
The large white curtains hung from 


the gallery's edge to the main lloor and 
these ivere covered with small maple 
branches, giving a very 
pretty effect 


from the convention floor. 


President "Roosevelt was given a tre- 


mendous ovation when he stepped out of 
the Cadillac and into his carriage to be- 
gin the drive to the armory. Washing- 
ton and Michigan avenues were jammed 
with people, who made the air ring with 
thair cheers as,the president drove brisk- 
ly- away from the hotel in the same car- 
riage he used on his drive yesterday af- 
ternoon. A squad 
of mounted police 


rode before his carriage and a squad of 
officers on bicycles surrou.Gded the car- 
riage. 


A stir at the door announced to those 


in the armory that the president had ar- 
rived. All stood up on their feet and as 
the presidential party entered and walk- 
ed down this main aisle to the speakers' 
platform a great shout went up 
that 


made the armory ring. Again and again 
the veterans cheered the president and 
he bowed his thanks repeatedly. Nor 
were the people in the galleries behind 
in their applause. It was many minutes 
before quiet was restored. 


When quiet had been restored and the 


presidential -party had found scats on 
the platform, Gen. Urell, acting com- 
mander in chief, introduced Mayor Wm. 
C. Maybury, who eloquently yeleomed 
Spanish war veterans to the city. When 
he mentioned President Roosevelt's name 
it brought ever}- soldier to his feet and a 
tremendous cheer went up. When he 
concluded Gen. Urell stepped 
forward 


and sairi as he turned to President 
Roo.sevelt: "I have nothing to say, Mr. 
President" every,man on the door was 
on hia feet cheering and waving his liaf 
as the president arose -from his chair. 
Ofcecr after cieer rent the air. while 


President Roosevelt smiling, bowed his 
thanks to his former comrades. 


THE PRESIDENT'S REMARKS. 


The president expressed his pleasure 


at being so 
enthusiastically greeted. 


The men who served in the Spanish' 
American war, he said, if they did their 
duty well, are comrades and brothers 
from now until the end of our days. 
(Applause.) 


He said he did not need any urging to 


accept the invitation to attend the meet- 
ing of the Spanish war veterans. The 
president spoke of the late war and 
said that the only complaint heard was 
that there was not enough war to go 
."round. The spirit that drove men on 
in -this war was the same spirit that 
made the memorable meeting of Lee and 
Grant at Appomattox possible. One of 
the first lessons all had to learn was that 
there was an enormous amount of hard 
work that preceded any chance for hero- 
ism. The amount of hard work a man 
did had a great deal to do with his at- 
taining heroism. If a man has not the 
.stuff to endure hardship on the march 
the president said, he has not the-stuff 
in him to attain heroism. 


SPIRIT WHICH PROMPTS DUTY. 
The president said the spirit he want- 


ed to see in a man was that spirit which 
makes him do his duty, great or small. 
He liked particularly the way in which 
our young men went into the ranks to 
do their 
duty as they saw it. He 


thought it a good thing that men_of .dif- 
ferent calling should be assembled to- 
gothpr to learn the lessons of equality 
and brotherhood among Americans. 


He spoke of the spirit in which 
the 


people of Michigan went into the war. 
It was the spirit shown, he said, by the 
elder nmong his audience when the 
great war was fought. 
WILL MAKE ISLANDS PROSPEROUS. 


In conclusion the president said: 
''And so it is now. Our people went 


forth in -the Spanish war, went forth to 
free Cuba, to give Porto Rico a happi- 
ness it has never had and to hring the 
light of civilization into the darkness in 
the Philippines. We are proud of the 
men who did that work. We intend 
t h a t their work shall be done bcneficient- 
ly and for a good purpose. Through the 
advice and the help nf civil and relig- 
ious teachers of civilization among onr 
people and in the islands we are going to 
set the best results for the people of the 
isl.inrU and of what has been done. 


''We are going to make them more 


prosperous than they have ever dreamed 
of being during their history nnd now ive 
sruarantee to each man his life, his liber- 
ty and his pursuit of happiness as he 
never could have had it if he had been 
under the domination of n. cruel oligar- 
chy working through the society of 
Katapunan. 


NO APOLOGIES FOR CONDUCT. 
"I don't make any 
apology for OUT 


soldiers nn the score of good citizenship 
nnd don't make any apologies for the 
Spanish war or the war in 
the Philip- 


pines. There bare been occasional deerls 
nf wrong committed. There were 70.000 
men there and some of them did not lie- 
have as they ought. Have we all always 
been immaculate at home? (Applause.) 
If a man does wrong, punish him, of 
course. But don't make the mistake of 
fixing the eye nn the unimportant and 
losing sight of the great blaze. We have 
no apologies to make for what the coun- 
try has done in the past four years. We 
nre proud of it. We are proild of 
the 


great work for humanity and civiliza- 
tion that has been done alike in the isl- 
ands of the tropic east and. in the isl- 
ands of the tropic west. We are proud 
of what our troops have clone: we are 
proud of what our civil authorities nre 
dong over there in the Philippines and 
ive are prnurl of you, my comrades, who 
did their duty when the country called 
(hem to arms, who initiated those who 
from '(il to Ti3 dirt their duty and who 
row are imitating the men who disband- 
ed in 'fio by comins back into civil life 
with the firm resolution to do thoir 
duty as citizens just 
ns faithfully 
as 


ever they did it as soldiiers. I thank 
you." 


SCENE OF WTLD ENTHUSIASM. 
As lie finished and thanked the veter- 


ans, a storm of anplause broke forth that 
ended in three times three cheers. While 
the president was speaking Miss Clara 
Barton entered the hnll and took a sat 
on the plaform. 
Oe-n. Urell after calling 


for three more 
cheers 
for 
President' 


Roosevelt iold the soldiers that thpir 
ringpl was present and said: 'T will now 
detail Comrade Roosevelt to escort Miss 
Barton to a seat on his left hand. Amid 
thunderous cheers the president stepped 
aero=s the- stage and gallantly escorted 
Mivs I'nrton to a chair a this left. 


Adj. Gen. Over of Washington. D. C_ 


responded to Mayor Maybiiry's address 
of welcome on behalf, of the veterans. 


This was to have ended the first session 
of the convention but Gov. Bliss asked 
a few moments' indulgence. 
Explaining 


that he was to present service medals to 
Michigan veterans of the Spanish war 
when the convention adjourned, Gov. 
Bliss said he wished first to present Com- 
rade "Teddy" Roosevelt with one. He 
accordingly requested Mrs. Lewis of the 
ladies' auxiliary to present the medal 
to the president. The presentation was 
made midst the greatest enthusiasm. The 
convention then adjourned until tomor- 
row. 


The'president and party then took a 


ride on the Tashmoo and returned at 2 
o'clock.

but the incident at Spa is taken to dem- 
onstrate, 'that the ;king is as irreconcil- 
able as. ever to _what he..openly.jhas des: 
ignated as a misalliance, even after the 
approval of the 'Austrian emperor, -l<"raii- 
cis Joseph. The Princess will not be 
present at her mother's funeral. Durin,_ 
the whole railroad jburned from Spa. to 
this city the princess was shaken with 
sobs and was greatly prostrated.

On leaving the, 
church she was sympathetically greeted 
by the assembled crowd.

NEGROES DIE IK 


GHDRGfl PANIC 


Scenes of Horror Ensue in (Crowded 


Edifice at Birmingham, Ala. 


FIFTY DEAD BODIES 


ALREADY IDENTIFIED 


Cry of "FIgat" Miitaken for "Fire" — 


Booker T. Washington Seat Alany of 


Hl» Race Crashed in Mad Bn»h 


for Safety.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Sept. 20—Up to 


11:30 today eighty-seven .dead bodies 
had been identified. 
The death list is 


now figured at 115. 


The various 
undertaking establish- 


ments were crowded this morning with 
hundreds of persons, mostly delegates to 
the National Negro Baptist convention, 
searching for missing friends and rela- 
tives who might have been killed in last 
night's stampede, at the Shiloah Baptist 
colored church, which grew out of a 
panic caused by a fight and a cry of 
"fire," while Booker T. Washington was 
addressing the convention. Up to 9 
o'clock about fifty bodies bad been iden- 
tified, the greater number of them being 
local residents who were visitors to the 
convention. In front of each undertak- 
ing establishment where the corpses lie, 
a squad of policemen kept back the surg- 
ing throng. 


DELEGATES AMONG THE DEAD. 
Every effort is being made -to identify 


rhose bodies which have not yet 'been 
claimed. 
Those who 
have 
missing 


friends and relatives have been reqiiest- 
ed to make a round of the undertaking 
establishments and also to make known 
through the newspapers the names of 
the missing. The fact ihat delegates to 
the convention were here from all narts 
of the country, many of them .being 
strangers, renders the work of identifica- 
tion somewhat slow. It is expected that 
a.i least seven of the injured will.die. 
After midnight last night seven bodies 
of persons who were crushed in 
the 


panic wore found lying in the weeds in 
the vacant, lot adjoining the church. 
They had scrambled out of the mass of 
struggling humanity with broken limbs 
or crushed breasts and had crawled 
away in this manner io die. 


DEAD ALL COLORED^ 


Investigation this morning show that 


no white people were killed in the panic. 
A number of white visitors were in the 
church at the time and several of them 
were hurt in the wild scramble, but none 
will die. Policeman Elledge, who 
was 


standing at the exit endeavoring to 
quiet the mad throng, was caught be- 
tween the moving multitude and .the 
wall in the narrow passageway, leading 
clown -to the stairs and nearly all his 
clothing was torn from his body. His 
legs also were mashed, but he will re- 
cover. His efforts to quiet the mob 
were futile and not until the fire depart- 
ment arrived was anything like order re- 
stored. Then it was found that prac- 
tically everybody had gotten out of the 
building. Those nearest the speaker's 
stand seemed to quickly 
realize that 


there was no fire and no occasion for a 
panic and the 
speaker and leaders 


passed outside through a door at the 
ronr of the pulpit, where they addressed 
'the wild mob of struggling humanity in 
an earnest 
effort to restore order. 


Booker T. Washington was among the 
number, but even his words fell upon 
deaf ears. An examination of the bodies 
of the victims shows thstt those who re- 
ceived bodily injuries were the ones who 
were crushed and trampled under foot. 
Many had broken limbs and one negro 
threw himself over the heads of the 
crowd and had his brains dashed 
out 


against the wall. 


, TEN INJURED HAVE DIED. 
A report from the hospitals at 10:30 


o'clock says that ten of the injured have 
died during the morning. It 
is also 


stated that a number of dead have been 
found at private houses in the neighbor- 
hood of the scene of the disaster. Sev- 
enty-eight bodies were nt the undertak- 
ing establishments early this morning. 
With the additional deaths since report- 
ed it now appears that the death list will 
reach over a hundred. 


THREE HOURS OF HOEROE. 


The catastrophe occurred at 9 o'clock, 


just as Booker T. Washington 'had.con- 
cluded his address to the national con- 
vention of Baptists, and for -three hours 
the scenes around the church were inde- 
scribable. Bodies were strewn in every 
direction and the ambulance service of 
the city wns utterly Incapacitated to 
move them as late as inidnight. 


The church is the largest house of 


worship for negroes in Birmingham and 
the pastor says there were at leasb 2,000 
persons in the edifice when the stampede 
began. Instructions had been issued to 
allow no more -to enter, but the negroes 
forced their way inside the building and 
were standing in every aisle: even the 
entrance 
to the chureli was literally 


packed. 


FIGHT STARTS PANIC. 


• Just as Booker T. Washington con- 
cluded his address Judge.Billon, a negro 
lawyer from Baltimore, engaged in nn 
altercation, with the chofr leader con- 
cerning an unoccupied seat,' and it is 
said a blow was struck. Someone in the 
choir cried "Fight!" 


Mistaking the word "fight" for "fire," 


the 
congregation rose en masse • and 


started for the door. One of the minis- 
ters quickly mounted the rostrum a.nd 
admonished the people to keep quiet, 
He "repeated the word "quiet" "Several 


times and motioneA-to 'his hearers to be 
seated. 
~~ 


But the escited congregation also .mis- 


took the word "quiet" for "fire" and re- 
newed the "struggle to reach the door. 


A wall of living beings blocked the en- 


trance and the weight of 1,500 persons 
was pushed against it.

The bodies we're quickly re- 
moved and the crowd inside, finding an 
outlet, came pouring out. 


In an hour the church had been cleared 


and the sight which ^greeted the eyes of 
those who had come to aid-the injured 
was sickening. I>own the aisles and 
along the outside of the pews the bodies 
of men and women were strewn, and the 
cries of the'maimed and crippled were 
heartrending. - -

The fact is, of course, that the Iowa

taken at once it was Mr. Henderson's 
duty not to yield but to resist the error. 


That was what William McKinlcy did 


in 1890. When stampeded statesmen 
counseled evasion and compromise he 
fought straight on. But then William 
MeKinley was a. level-headed and coura- 
geous political leader, acting not from 
the hopes of the moment, but with ' nn 
eye steadfast to permanent results. 
And these qualities enabled him to pluck 
victory from defeat and made him, twice 
president of the United States. 


Mr. Henderson's district wns loyal to 


him and he was in no real danger of de- 
feat. Yet rather than combat an error 
which exists not so much in his own 
party as in the overheated imaginations 
of its enemies, he quits the field and en- 
courages those enemies by giving the 
impression that there is a serious di- 
vision in the Republican ranks. 


There is no such division. The Repub- 


lican party has abated nothing in its 
loyalty to protection as. the foundation 
of prosperity. 
There will be no general 


revision of the tariff by this Republican 
congress. 


The Republican party is giving atten- 


tion to the trusts and is resolved to 
abate their abuses. But not until other 
means have been tried and have failed 
will the Republican party tinker with 
the tariff tr> control the trusts. The Re- 
publican party will do one thing at a 
time. 


It is, perhaps, just- as .well that leaders 


who refuse to combat the folly of trying 
to do everything at once should retire. 
Practical problems are before us, and for 
their solution we nesd practical arid 
courageous men who cannot be stam- 
peded.

The train was running at the 
rate of fifty miles an hour when it ran 
into an open switch, every car leaving 
the track. The engine exploded and En- 
gineer Roe and Fireman Studer were 
killed outright. The postal and baggage 
cars were piled on top of the engine tank 
and the rest of the coaches were more 
or less damaged. General Manager I. 
G. Rawn was in his private car on the 
rear of the train and he immediately be- 
gan the superintending of the removal of 
the injured. He ordered two coaches 
and an engine from this city and had the 
injured brought here. They arrived here 
after midnight and were 
taken to the 


Warner hou»e, where they were placed 
into the hands of local physicians, who 
v.-ere hastily summoned to attend them. 


Xo explanation has yet heer, given for

Congress has made financial provision 
for the undertaking, and it is undersood 
that the experts who will carry on the 
investigation will be apopinted at an 
early date. 


The question of the practicability of 


snc-h a pirn") is not altogether new, but it 
appears that former experiments along 
tho.sr; lines have never been carried far 
enough, because only until very recently 
there has been ample depth of water at 
various ports and through the rivers and 
channels connecting them. During the 
hist few years, however, vcsselmen say 
lake levels have dropped at an alarming 
rate, and 
the 
point, i* now reached 


where, much fear is expressed for the fu- 
ture ot commerce. The condition be- 
comes more noticeable, marine interests 
contend, since the tendency of shipbuild- 
ing is toward the larger and deeper 
draft craft.

WILL SATISFY PUBLIC 


IN MATTER OF TARIFF 


Prasldent RooveTelt to Announce Bis 


Flans to Audience* During: Weitcrn 


Tour, 


Walter Weliman in Record-Herald: 
NEW YORK, Sept. JO.— President 


Roosevelt has an. important 
announce- 


ment to make to the American people. 
It is nothing less than a declaration that 
the Republican party is prepared to sat- 
isfy public dematid, in case this demand 
continues, by taking up the tariff and re- 
adjusting it at either a special session or 
the first, regular session of the congress 
which is to be elected next November. 


It is to secure the approval of the 


party leaders for this program that the 
president asked a half-dozen leading 
senators to meet him in conference at 
lus summer-home. He secured their ap- 
proval. It was 
unanimously agreed 


that no effort should be made to revise 
the tariff at the short congressional ses- 
sion next winter. All present at the con- 
ference declared this would be impossi- 
ble. Efforts will be made to discourage 
immediate agitation 
of the 
subject, 


which may work harm to the country's 
prosperity. 
But to satisfy public opin- 


ion and forestall the Democratic party 
the people are to be promised that if 
the demand for a readjustment of the 
tariff continues the Republican party 
will respond thereto at on early day. 


Tliis is what the president will tell his 


audiences in liis speeches on his western 
tour. Probably he will' disclose his pro- 
gram in his Erst address, which is to be 
delivered at Cincinnati on Saturday. 
This important speech wns read to his 
advisers at Sagnmore Hill last Wednes- 
day afternoon. Criticisms on it were 
invited and the invitatioJa was responded 
to. The president was anxious to make 
no mistakes. He wanted the leading 
men of his party behind him in his new 
departure. His own view- was that the 
demand for tariff revision is too strong 
to be resisted. The question must be 
faced. The Republican party cannot af- 
ford to Bourbonize itself on the tariff. 
President Roosevelt called attention to 
the Buffalo speech of President McKin- 
ley and to a paragraph in Mr. McKin- 
ley's 1900 letter of acceptance. 


"We must hold out to the people some 


promise that when the time comes we 
will revise the tariff in accordance with 
modern conditions," urged the president. 
"In plain .language,' 'he added, "if the 
people want the tariff changed we'll 
change it for then*. It is better to nave 
the friends of protection do it than to 
leave it to the enemies of protection." 


Tlie president expressed the 
opinion 


that when the people came seriously to 
consider the question of revising the tar- 
iff they might not want It. But he was 
positive in his declaration that if they 
rln want it the Republican party must 
respond to their wishes. This is what 
he will'say in his Cincinnati speech—a 
speech which promises to murk an epoch 
in the historjr ol the. Republican

this membership enabling the owner of 
the membership certificate to have a 
voice in all business meetings, and since 
there is no stock, it is evident one mem- 
ber has precisely as much influence as 
another, no matter how much they may 
have been given. 


The proposed park property embraces 


the Charles Erskine property, which 
some time ago was offered the city for 
park property at a very reasonable rate, 
the island in the river and the east por- 
tion of the cemetery fronting on the 
banks of Root river. In addition to the 
above has been or will be offered by the 
Kinzie Park Improvement company their 
river frontage in front of the 
Luther 


High school and the Danish college. 
These grounds arc all accessable cither 
from Sta'te street West Sixth street or 
Washington avenue, from which will be 
a direct entrance to the park portion 
fronting on that avenue. 


The success of this latest movement 


for a Racine public park will depend al- 
together upon how much interest 
the 


public will take in the matter. It can 
not be expected a very few men will pay 
all the bills, the public will naturally be 
expected to interest itself in an enter- 
prise purelv for its benefit. 


The people of Racine, for the 
first 


time, have an opportunity to secure for 
all time a magnificent public park, and 


all

states. 


The state platform of Iowa Republi-

spoke earnestly in favor of the establish- 
ment of the whipping post in the prisons 
as a corrective measure. This delegate 
recited some of the horrors of the pun- 
ishment accorded refractory 
prisoners 


and argued the whipping post was not 
only a far more merciful corrective 
measure, but it had the effects of mak- 
ing -the prisoners dread this even more 
than the old formulas of punishment. 
As to the argument that whipping poets 
are degrading to adults this, he says, he 
will agree to, but he argues that any in- 
dividual who will willfully persist in 
wrong-doing ought to be degraded. But 
perhaps the truth is the people in fact 
know but very little of the chamber of 
horrors in the prisons of the land and of 
•the tortures to which helpless prisoners 
are subjected. They do not even know 
of the other form of tortures used in the 
so-called sweat boxes of the police in 
our cities. 


But the fact remains if the delegates 


to 'these prison congresses could separ- 
ate theories from realities and set about 
to secure testimony as to the abomina- 
ble tortures inflicted upon prisoners 
in 


American prisons in various forms un- 
der the name of discipline, they would 
have Iheir time ocupied in 
obtaining 


from legislatures and congress legisla- 
tion that would give even the criminal a 
chaace for that better treatment, that 
certainly in more, or leas instances would 


g»rated and it does not seem to be, the 
assertion the trusts are stifiling Ameri- 
can enterprise may be all true. It 
sr.eras this firm, dealing largely in inks, 
paste, office supplies, etc., invented a 
new bottle for paste, patents secured 
and a large sale predicted1.

The firm, it seems, then 
wrote for information as to where they 
could get their bottles made, but no 
answer came. Letters to others re- 
ferred them to the glass trust, with the 
information that if the glass trust or 
syndicate could not make them there 
was no one who could. This closed the 
matter and the statement of Pomeroy 
Bros., the firm in question, might afford 
some information to the government of- 
ficials who have informed 
the public 


they will bring no suit against tmsts 
unless proper testimony is furnished 
them first and put in shape. 


"We have had dealings," 
says Mr. 


Pomeroy, "with them in the past. Our 
bills have always been promptly, paid. 
Our standing, is ample for whatever the 
account would have been, but wrt would 
have paid cash if they had asked for it. 
It is not a question of price, as we ac- 
cepted the figures they made. Simply, 
they arc busy and do not care to make 
it. 


"Ten years ago we could have, applied 


to a score of concerns and could quickly 
have gotten one who would have made 


the preservative boron or anything of a 
similar nature in mixing with butter 
would seem -to many -people as but 
beginning the thin edge which sooner 
or later will demolish our great dairy 
interests. It is true the commissioner 
refers to very small quantities, but this 
is sufficient, 
for the government has 


authorized formally the use of chemicals 
in adulterating butter.

gated: "Experiments of the best chem- 
ists prove, first: That where a boric pre- 
servative is mixed with butter, such ad- 
dition does not 
cona-titute a material 


"used with intent or effect of causing 
the absorption of abnormal quantities 
of water, milk or cream." Nor, second 
second, does it constitute " a substance 
used with intent or effect of cheapening 
in cost of product. 


Where, therefore, boron preservatives 


or similar preservatives are used in but- 
ter for preservn-tion only, the extremely 
small quantity of preservative used in- 
dicating beyond question that fact, its 
sole use being for the purpose and with 
the effect, of preventing or postponing 
usual and natural changes in butter, it 
is held that tho product will not be 
liable or "subject to tax as adulterated 
butter. The quantity used must not be 
more than necessary for purpose of pre- 
servation, and if added in larger quan- 
tities, or when used as a bath or wash in 
the working or renovation of butter, the 
product will be held liable to the higher 
rate of tax/' 


If the oleomargarine people do not 


take a good sized hint from this, it will 
be the first time the great packing in- 
terests ever let a good thing slip from 
them. Now that the government has 
officially recognized adulterated butter, 
for they officially ' permitted the use of 
these boric preservative, while regretta- 
ble enough, can not fail to lead to use of 
chemicals in otherwise fixing up the 
oleos and butterines in. the coloring 
line, to imitate the natural color. If 
the chemists are unable to discover a 
chemical that can color and yet be ns al- 
leged harmless as boric 
preservatives, 


and thus comply with the decision of the 
commisiowr, it will be because they 
have lost their cunning.

A Germ-Proof House.—A germ-proof 


house is 'the latest addition to the hy- 
gienic terrors of life. It is not yet ac- 
tually in existence, but medical congres- 
ses are busily and even hopefully paving 
the way for its advent. When it arrives 
and everybody is thoroughly scientific 
and tmcomfortable all the homes will be 
single-storied., without stairs, built on 
gravel soil, destitute of cellars, with 
concrete and blocks 
of earthenware 


pierced for ventilation "placed under the 
floor and the ordinary brick "will be 
superseded 'by glazed and tightly fittin, 
hygienic bricks." 
The roof will be 


tiled, not slated, and the -windows will 
reach from top to bottom of the walls. 
The dining table will be of polished ma- 
hogany, the chairs cushionless or stuffed 
with medicated wool. The walls ought 
to be made of a cement that takes a high 
polish, can be stained -to any color and 
washed frequently. Curtains and drap- 
eries of all kinds will be abolished; pic- 
tures will be permitted only when let 
into the cement wall; for artistic touch- 
es we shall be depending on "plants of 
the india-rubber and eucalyptus type." 
In no room will -there tie corners to har- 
bor dust and bacteria and the skirting 
will always curve into the hardwood 
parquet floors instead of striking them 
_at right angles. 


Covering the Blankets.—"The dangers 


of travel/' said a prominent Philadelphia 
physician, who is favorably known as a 
bacteriologist,, might bo lessened in this 
country if we could bo induced to follow 
a- custom that, prevails in northern Eu- 
rope. I do not refer to railroad disas- 
ters or catastrophes of that kind, for to 
my mind they arc not the greatest dan- 
gers of travel. 


"The greatest clanger to be encoun- 


tered in sleeping cars, staterooms on 
steamers and hotel bedrooms, where dis- 
ease germs lurk. While the sheets may 
be changed during the time between oc- 
cupants, the blankets seldom are, and, 
coming in contact with a blanket that 
has previously covered other persons 
promiscuously, is very liable to spread 
disease. 


"The custom I speak of as prevailing 


in northern Europe," 
said the doctor, 


according to the Philadelphia Record, 
"is that of sewing -the blankrts up in 
linen bags, just as a pillow is sliped into 
r. pillow- case. In that way the body of 
the sleeper cannot possibly come in di- 
rect contact with the blanket. These 
coverings are removed every morning 
and clean ones substituted. It is a 
most excellent custom." 


Croup.—In croup, sirup of ipc:ac will 


relieve a child rapidly. When it vomit*, 
all the passages in the region involved 
are cleared. The mucus being thus ex- 
pelled and the muscular effort having di- 
vided nature's attention, as we might 
say, the child breathes more freely and 
will lie down and sleep. The same re- 
sult follows when a child is stuffed up 
with a cold or dangerously ill with ca- 
pillary bronchitis. The act of hearty 
vomiting has an~excellent and speedy ef- 
fect. Give a tcaspooniul of syrup. of 
ipecac and repeat every half hour until 
the child vomits. 


Care of Lamps—What object of house- 


hold care causes so much annoyance as 
the lamp? 
Yet the most refractory 


chimney may be controlled with a little 
intelligent care. Keep all openings in 
the lamp perfectly clear and free from 
obstruction, both inside and outside, to 
insure perfect draught. In cutting the 
wick remove all the char from it, leav- 
ing a thin line of black. Be careful to 
cut it evenly, slightly rounding it at the 
corners. It is bettor to rub the char off 
with a soft cloth than to cut it with n, 
knife or scissors. 


Curing Ingrowing JCails.—Tardif says 


that he hns been able to cure all cases of 
ingrowing nail without recourse to the 
knife. He proceeds as follows: With n 
flat probe, or a match, he slips a bit of 
cotton between the edge of the nail and 
the inflamed flesh. Another strip of 
cotton is put along the outer margin of 
the ulcerated area-, and the space be- 
tween these two strips of cotton is thick- 
ly powdered with nitrate of lead. The 
whole is covered with cotton and 
the 


toe is bandaged. The dressings are re- 
peated the following day, and every day 
until the incarcerated edge of the nail 
is plainly visible. Usually four or five 
dressings suffice. Then, with patience, 
the edge of the nail is lifted away from 
the flesh and a bit of cotton is intro- 
duced under it to- kec-p it up. As it 
grows it ivil gradually take its proper 
position above the flesh, this having in 
the meantime shrunk and shriveled by 
reason of the application of the lead nit- 
rate.

This 
may be prevented by dropping a lump 
of sugar into the pot before putting it 
away. 


To remove oil steins make a paste 


with fuller's earth and cold soft water 
and spread it thinly on the stains. Let 
it remain for some hours anrl then brush 
off with a 
stiff brush. If the stains 


have not disappeared repeat the process. 


Mildew stains may easily be removed 


by wetting.and soaping the spot, cover- 
ing it with powdered chalk and then 
putting it in the sun to bleach. Damp 
it from time to time as it dries and then 
wash it in ihc usual manner with soap 
and water. If necessary repeat the 
process. 


The only effective way of killing the 


germs of diphtheria, typhoid and other 
such disorders found in milk is to boil 
the milk for «t least twenty minutes. 
To warm it merely is quite useless. Boil- 
ing lessens the potential nutrition of 
milk by rendering certain of ite con- 
stituents more difficult of digestion. 


In ironing handkerchiefs it is useful 


to remember that the middle should be 
ironed first; to iron the edges first 
causes the middle to swell out like a bal- 
loon, and makes it difficult to iron it 
satisfactorily. Test the iron carefully 
before using it; a piece of rag should 
be at hand for this purpose. 


Wash vessels which have contained 


milk in cold water first and afterward 
scour them with hot water and soda. 
The use of cold water first insures great- 
er cleanliness, for plunging at once into 
hot water is apt to set the milk and 
cause it to hang about the cans and 
pans to the detriment of the milk which 
is afterward placed in it. 


FOB THE TABLE. 


Put a few. dried .figs in a very litfle 


water anil simmer to soften only. Drain 
and chop fine/, making a paste with a 
little whipped cream. Spread-, between 
wafers and press together. 


For a French cream filling, lake three- 


quarters of a cupful o2 thick cream, one- 


quarter cup of powdered sugar, white o£ 
one egg and half a teaspoonful of vanilla. 
Beat the cream until stiff, add the sugar, 
the white of -the egg beaten to a stiff 
froth and the'flavoring. 


For lamb chops in Italian style, re- 


move the bones from the chops, press 
the meat into circles and fasten in shape 
with small toothpicks before' they are 
Broiled. Season and serve on a bed oi 
macaroni covered with -tomateo sauce. 
Macaroni may be boiled or baked. 


Crystallized orange served trith nuts 


and raisins makes a good finale to a din- 
ner and it is not at all hard to prepare 
at home. Gut the fruit crosswise into 
thin slices, picking out all the seeds. Dip 
each slice in the beaten white of egg and 
then in fine crystallized sugar. Dry on 
sieves in a cool oven. 


Breaded Chicken.—Cut a young chick- 


en in pieces, roll in beaten egg and bread 
crumbs, season with parsley pepper and 
salt. Place it in a pan, lay on .each 
piece of chicken a lump of butter, add a 
little water, bake slowly, baste often. 
Dish, and pour a cupful of cream and a 
cupful of bread crumbs in the pan. Stir 
and pour over the dish. 


Lafayette 
Gingerbread.—Cream 
to- 


gether one-half of a pound of butter and 
one-half of a pound of sugar; add one 
teaspoonful of salt, two teaspoonfuls'of 
ground cloves, two teaspoonfuls of cin- 
namon, two and one-half teaspoonfuls of 
ginger, the grated rind of two lemonsj 
one heaping teaspoonful 
of soda dis- 


solved in a little boiling water and 
stirred into one pint of molasses, six 
well-beaten eggs, the juice of the lemons, 
one cupful of sour cream and si.t cup- 
fuls of sifted-flour. Make into small 
cakes and bake in shallow pans. 


Lincoln Crullers.—For these old-fash- 


ioned cakes cream one-half a cupful of 
butter with 2 cups of sugar and 3 tvell- 
beaten eggs, 1 saltspooa of salt, a few 
drops of extract of. cinnamon or nutmeg 
or som-e of the ground spice and 2 cups 
of flour sifted with 3 teaspoons of bak- 
ing powder. 
JTow slowly add enough 


more flour to make a dough soft enough 
to handle. Turn on a floured board, roll 
out, cut and twist into any preferred 
shape. Fry a few at a time in smoking 
hot fat, drain and roll in powdered au- 
gar.

Henry Smith. Union Man, Struck on 


Head With Iron Bar 


NON UNION MOULDER AT 


PLOW WORKS, ASSAILANT 


ia ColUni, IMS Claimed, Directed 
cSl»ir>—H»» Been Arrested Be* 


fore—LnUit Phnie of Long 


; iUndinc Strike. 


One of the worst riots in the history 


of strikes in Racine occurred last night 
at tha'foot of Stannard'street when the 
union molders who are on strike at the 
3. I. Case plow works and the nonunion 
men clashed. As a result Henry Smith, 
one of the union men,, is now confined at 
his home on Carroll avenue, in a semi- 
conscious condition suffering from a ter- 
rible wound from the crpwn of the head 
to the base .of the-skuU.and several oth- 
er cuts over the forehead and face which 
were inflicted it is alleged by William 
Collins, a non union molder who struck 
the man several times with a large bar 
of wrapping iron. 


The riot occurred about 6:15 o'clock. 


Xwo union men, Henry Smith and Hans 
Christopherson were seated on a log at 
the foot of Stannard street near guard 
gate house at the St. Paul tracks when 
four of the nonunion men, William Col- 
lins, Preston Collins, Edward Collins and 
a man by the name of Peck, came from 
the Case shops. 


They were compelled to pass the two 


union men in close quarters. As they ap- 
proached it u alleged, that William Pres- 
ton said to Smith, "Y-ou're the man we've 
been looking for." Smith replied, "Stop 
a minute and let's talk like men." Then 
it is claimed, that Collins pulled the large 
bar of iron from his pocket and struck 
Smith over the face, stunning him. Hans 
Christopherson interfered and took the 
iron away from Collins. Collins 
then 


pulled out a second bar and stnick Smith 
it is claimed several.times, finally felling 
aim unconsciously to the ground. 


Then the trouble began in earnest and 


in less -time than it takes to tell, there 
were about twenty-five 
men fighting, 


throwing clubs and stones. 


The attention of the union men who 


were standing on Sixth street was at- 
tracted and they rushed to the scene 
and cared for Smith, who had btcn in- 
jured. The nonunion men fled south on 
Stannard street ,then west over Sixth 
street viaduct and down on Mead street 
to the plow shops again and they were 
followed by a large crowd. 


The nonunion men again armed them- 


selves with, large clubs and stood in the 
archway of the shops facing on Mead 
street. 


The police arabxilance was called to 


remove Henry Smith to'his homo where 
he might receive medical 
attendance. 


The ambulance however, failed to re- 
spond. 


Smith was placed in the rig of Alder- 


man Svenvig, which was standing near- 
by and convoyed to the saloon of Peter 
Sinnon at the corner of Mead and Sixth 
streets. • 'Dr. C. K. Hahn, of 1101 Grand 
avenue, was summoned and dressed the 
man's wounds, and it necessitated the 
taking of .many Stitches to close the 
flesh over the skull of the injured man. 
Dr. Hahn stated that the wound had 
been inflicted with, some blunt instru- 
ment and' he did not believe that the 
skull bone was injured. £mith was fin- 
ally removed to His home, on Carroll av- 
enue. 


Among, the citi2ens who witnessed the 


riot were John Ciilley, of Lafaystto av- 


enue, an expressman employed with the 
American Express company, A; Ander- 
son, 
an employe of the Racine Wagon & 


Carriage 
company, William Stellberg 


and Jens Holm of. 1909 West Prospect 
street. 


.They all stated that the only blows 


they saw struck were by William Collins. 
They were unable to state who was re- 
sponsible for the first blow. 


-The 
nonunion men when-seen stated 


that they were aggravated by the union 
men who were continually about the 
plant and they have been insulted upoii 
various occasions. They said they were 
afraid that they were going to be attack- 
ed 'by a. large crowd and determined not 
to get done up. 


, Hans 'Christopherson who was 'with 
Smith at the time stated that they were 
still seated on the log when Smith was 
struck with the iron and ^docs no know 
of any reason why they should have been 
attacked. They claim that the Collins 
brothers, of whom there are three, have 
threatened to do them 
great 
bodily 


harm, and especially Smith. 


The union men called on District At- 


torney Len Lukes this morning and gave 
him the iron with which Smith was as- 
saulted and asked that a warrant be is- 
sued for the arrest of William Collins. 
. Collins was., arrested a short time ago, 
charged with having pointed a revolver 
at Mr. Weber, the north side grocer. He 
was arraigned in the municipal court and 
was found guilty and fined $25 and costs. 
He appealed his case to the circuit court 
and his trial will come up at the next 
term in November. 


Thus far fourteen warrants have been 


issued as the r'esutt of trouble in this 
strike and only nonunion men have been 
found guilty of charges. Fristoe, the 
nonunion molder, charged with shooting 
August Reiman with intent to kill is 
still out on $1.500 bail awaiting his trial 
at the next term of the circuit court. 


A warrant was sworn, out this noon 


for the arrest of William Collins, 
but 


thus far the police have been unable to 
locate him. He resided with his wife on 
Stannard street. 
This morning . he 


worked in the foundry until about 9 
o'clock and then went home and it is re- 
ported left the city.

ENDURANCE OF THE TRAIL 


iVo ITon rja« 1.1 Ted Long Enough to See 


O n e Obliterated. 
• ' . ' . ' 


The city dweller, or he who travels 


over beaten ways, knows little of ihe 
lastingness of the scars which the ele- 
ments, or man, or his relations, the ani- 
mal, make in the bosom of .mother 
earth. It :is only the countryman or the 
traveler in wild regions who learns of 
their presence, says Forest and Stream. 
' .In the . old fields of the 
south—now 


growing up to young forests and not; 
cultivated for many years—the foot of 
the quail shooters will often detect the 
old furrows thrown up by ihe plow when 
the land 'was planted in corn or in cot- 
ton. In New England fields, which.-the' 
adjacent woodland is beginning to again 
embrace with its outreaching arms oi 
brush and saplings, may still be seen the,, 
straight TOWS of old hillocks, which 
point to crops of corn harvested many 
years ago. 


The dark green of -the Alaska forests, 


which cling so tenadously'to the granite 
sides of mountains rising sharply from 
the sea, is often broken by long streaks 
of paler green deciduous trees, which 
show, where—perhaps ''centuries ago— 
the snowslides plowed furrows through 
the vigorous spruces. 


Out on the prairies, which now are cat- 


tle ranges or wheat forms, long lines of 
green, worn deep in the soil, still run 
over the swells, converging at water, 
holes or at the crossing of the streams— 
trails made in ancient times by the herds 
of buffalo which were then the sole cat- 
tle thai roamed over these limitless pas- 
tures. 


In the main range, along the sides of 


the mountains, which often rise so steep- 
ly from the valley's level, pate lines as- 
cending gradually from the stream bed 
to the mountain's top zigzag' this way 
and that, which are ways worn in the 
years that are. past by the climbing feet 
of elk and deer and mountain sheep, 
•whose light and springy hoofs, passing 
along the hillside for generation after 
generation, 
have pushed asides the 


stones or worn hollows in the rocks, 
forming trails almost as enduring as tlie 
solid rock itself. 


No mater how long it may have been 


disused, the trail always remains, unless 
it should happen that in this place or 
that man has leveled it off with his 


tools; but by making 'a wider cast it 
can be taken up again' a little beyond 
and followed on and on. No man has 
ever lived long enough to see an old trail 
disappear. 


Even where it passes through the tim- 


ber the trail lasts.. Leaves may fall into 
it and grass grow np at its side, but it 
remain;). Often 
the- rank .grass and 


weeds and brush on either hand cover it 
up and obscure it, yet. if tho vegetation 
be cut away there is .the irail as plain 
as ever, jvith its worn "stones, its roots 
whose bark has l"?ra rubed off and with 
its different ^color of the soil, . showing 
that it has been, finely powdered by the 
passage of many feet. 


Of all the. memories of ancient times 


in America, what is there that is. more 
permanent than the old trail? 
The 


skull and. the leg bones wither, and-iall 
to pieces and ar« covered up and disap- 
pear: the buffalo chip is .devoured by 
vegetation; the iron molders and crum- 
bles, but the old trail will outlast our 
time, and in the time to come our chil- 
dren shall speak of it as a-path.

••velt,' who left Oyster Bay today for his 
speaking tour through the northVest. 


Secretary Shaw of the treasury left 


' for the west today, where'he will make 


a number of speeches, visit his home in 
that center of the political tidal waves 
at this time, Iowa,"after which th? sec-' 
retary will join the president's party and 
make a number of speeches ia-company 
with the president. 


It is significant that regardless of the 


views which Mr. Shaw has long been 
known to entertain regarding the tariff 
question and his recognized opposition 
to any tariff tinkering at this time, the 
secretary expressed the opinion that the 
action of General Henderson has precipi- 
tated the tariff question as a- general is- 


, sue, .and whatever may be the opinions 


of party leaders the people will do moro 
or less talking about that subject as the 
principal feature of the discussions for 
the remainder of the campaign. 


WILL RECAST HIS SPEECHES. 
It is regarded by all the Republicans 


here who have been watching the trend 
of events that President Roosevelt will 
in -a. material degree recast his western 
speeches since the Henderson incident: 
He will now talk plainly- along the lines 
of reciprocity and trust legislation, and 
will make it clear that he does not be- 
ieve there is any connection between the 
tariff and the trusts. Undoubtedly Mr. 
Roosvelt believes-.there..are inequalities 
in the existing tariff law"due to changed 
conditions since the law was passed, and 
he will not defend the Dingley law as it 
stands as a piece of perfect legislation 
that cannot be touched by its friends 
without producing a state of confusion. 


But he is convinced by the advices he 


has received from experienced legisla- 
t.ors that it is simply out of the ques- 
tion to attempt to bring about changes 
ia ' the

CINCINNATI, 
0., Sept. 22.—In a 


speech before an immense audience at 
the Music hall Saturday night, President 
Roosevelt declared that the real evils 
connected with the 
trusts 
cannot be 


remedied by nny change in the tariff 
laws. The trusts can be damaged by 
depriving them of a protective tariff, he 
said, only on condition of damaging all 
their smaller competitors and all the 
wase workers employed in the indus- 
tries. The revision cure, simply because 
it would affect the small producer as 


ell as the great corporation, would re- 


sult in inevitable financial disaster. 


Furthermore, the president 
declared, 


the immediate introduction of substan- 
tial 
free trade in all articles manu- 


factured by trusts would not affect some 
of the most powerful of our business 
combinations in the least, save by the 
damage done to the general business 
welfare of the country. 


He declared that the trusU'i must be 


curbed, but that sane measures in cor- 
recting the evils accompanying them 


re essential. Demagogic schemes, he 
declared, cannot be considered, because 
thoy aim at curing the evil by destroy- 
ing the commercial prosperity of the 
country. 


He advocated the absolute govern- 


ment control of all combines. Under the 
constitution as it stands, he said, little 
can be clone. Therefore 
he urged the 


necessity of an amendment, in the hope 
of effecting a remedy. 


In the meantime, he said, much can 


be done, and publicity is the greatest 
weapon possible.
